Plane_Trap May Be 
Fireworke~Frick 

What London describes as a 
new secret weapon, an airplane 
“trap’’ that has already snared 
one German bomber, and what 
Berlin dispatches describe as a 
“net shot into the air’’ which 
has proved ‘“‘little more than a 
toy,”” is apparently an adapta- 
tion of an old fireworks device. 

When pyrotechnists hang por- 
traits, battle scenes and other 
pictorial effects in the sky, they 
make use of a net the size 
the intended picture. The design 
is outlined in small parcels of . 
Bengal powder, connected by — 
fuses. The top edge of the net 
is supported by a row of small 
silk or paper parachutes. 

The net thus prepared is shot 
into the air in a rocket. At the 
top of its flight it unfolds and 
the fuses are set off. The pic- 
ture hangs in the air, descend- 
ing slowly as the colored fire 
burns out. 

It is surmised that the British 
are now using a net of strong 
but light steel cables, likewise 
suspended by parachutes, which 
is fired to the desired height to 

place it in the path of oncoming 
raiders, The net would be .

The Fuehrer’s policy, which 
gave German economic access to 
food imports from large parts of 
the world, and the securing of 
large raw material reserves, 
thanks to a unique series of vic- 
tories of our armies, frustrated 
the British plans, however. The 
present rulers of England know 
this. They nevertheless do not 
dare to admit complete failure 
for their policy to their own peo- 
ple, but are proclaiming war to 
the last.

And 
when we are doing the finest 
thing in the world, and have the 
honor to be the sole champion of 
thé liberty of all Europe, we must 
not grudge these years, or weary 
as we toil and struggle through 
them. 

It does not follow that our ener- 
gies in future years will be ex- 
clusively confined to defending 
ourselves and our possessions. 


{ Many opportunities may lie open 


to amphibious power, and we 
must be ready to take advantage 
of them. 

Deeds, Not Words, Will Tell 

One of the ways, td bring this 
war to a speedy end is to convince 
the enemy, not by words but by 
deeds, that we have both the will 
and the means not only to go on 
indefinitely but to strike heavy 
and unexpected blows. 

The road to victory may not be 
so long as we expect. But we 
have no right to count upon this. 
Be it long or short, rough or 
smooth, we mean to reach our 
journey’s end,

Nazis’ New Economy 


The Nazis are boasting that they 
have created a new unified econ- 
omy in Europe. They have re- 


_ peatedly stated that they possess 


ample reserves of food and that 
they can feed their captive peo- 
ples. 

In a German broadcast of June 


27 it was said that while Mr. Hoo- 


ver’s plan for relieving France, 
Belgium and Holland deserved 
commendation, the German forces 


had already taken the necessary 


steps. We know that in Norway, 
when the German troops went in, 


there were food supplies to last 


for a year. We know that Poland, 


_ though nota frieh country, usually 


produced sufficient food for her 
people. 
Moreover, the other coufitries 
which Herr Hitler Has invaded 
all held considerable stock when 
the Germans entered and are 
themselves very substantial food 


producers. 


If all this food is not available 
now it can only be because it has 
been removed to feéd the people 
of Germany and to give them in- 
creased rations there during the 


last few months. At this season 


of the year, and for some months 
to come, there is the least chance 


of scarcity, as the harvest has 
just been gathered in.

Draft Bill Would Operate 


WHO MUST REGISTER AND HOW—With few exceptions all 
men who have passed their twenty-first birthday and have not reached 
their thirty-first birthday must register. This applies to citizens and 
aliens alike; but aliens will not be subject to draft unless they have 
declared their intention to become United States citizens. Election 
officials will conduct the. registration, probably fourteen days after final 
enactment of the bill. It is estimated that 12,000,000 men must register. 

EXEMPTIONS-—Specifically exempt are active, reserve and cadet 
members of the Ar.ny, National Guard, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard; members of the Geodetic Survey and Public Health Service; 
Officials, but not employees, of the Federal and state governments. 

WHO WILL BE DRAFTED AND HOW—The bill permits 900,000 
conscripts to be in training at any one time. About 400,000 probably 
will be drafted this fall. A lottery will determine the order in which 
men ‘will be called before local draft boards throughout the country. 
The Army does not intend to call any men who have dependents or 
who are employed in essential industrial or agricultural pursuits. Col-— 
lege students probably will not be drafted. The bill exempts divinity 
students from service. The Army estimates that after deferments 
there will be about 4,500,000 ablebodied single men from whom to select, 
Each state and locality will be given a quota.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (A 
—Here are the principal provisions 
of the Burke-Wadsworth compul- 
sory military training bill as ap-! 
proved by the Senate: 

1. All males, with minor excep- 
tions, from 21 through 30 years of 
age would be required to register. 


2. Those registered would become 
liable for service with the nation's 
armed forces for twelve months in 
peacetime or longer if Congress 
found the national interest imper- 
iled. Aliens who have not filed 
naturalization papers would escape 
liability. 

3. The President would be au- 
thorized to select, in an impartial 
manner from this group, men for 
service, Individuals whose work 
was deemed essential to the nation 
and those with dependents could be 
granted a deferment. Deferment 
would be mandatory for certain 
‘State and Federal officials and min- 
_isters. Divinity students would be 
‘exempted and conscientious objec- 
|tors assigned to non-combatant or 
special work. 

4. Those conscripted would be 
given the same pay and allowances 
as members of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps. Base pay in the 
army would be increased from $21 
to $30 a month.
